State Welfare Pay 
Runs 60 Million For 
Year Just Closed 


The State Welfare Department 
paid out a total of almost 60 mil- 
ljon dollars to some 95,000 aged, 
dependent children, blind and dis- 
abled during the fisc2l year ended 
June 30 this year, it-was disclosed 
‘Tuesday. 

“The report showed the federal 
government put up some 42 mil- 
lion dollars of the total, with 17 
million coming from state funds, 
all of which was disbursed by the 
Welfare Department among 69,013 
aged persons, 22,580 dependent 
children, 5,567 disabled and 2,540 
blind. 

The Welfare Department said 
the lion's share of the total welfare 
funds, $39,780,673," went to the 
aged, while ADC stood next in 
dollar value with grants totaling 
$15,187,458, Blind payments came 
to $1,590,500 and aid to the disabled 
totaled $2,729,674.50.

Milk Price Is Cut 
To 20c Qt. In Jax 


ORLANDO—Grocery stores in 
at least three Florida cities have 
cut milk prices as much as 16 cents 
a half gallon. The retailers acted 
soon after the Florida State Milk 
‘Commission ordered all wholesale 
and retail price controls abandoned 
Dec. 15. 

Although the stores jumped the 
gun by reducing prices prior to the 
deadline set by the ommission, 
Brailey Odham, chairman of the 
state board, said no action was be- 
ing planned against the firms. 

The Big Apple Supermarket in 
Orlando cut the price of pasteuriz- 
ed milk to 25 cent a quart and that 
of homogenized to 26. Jax Meat 
Supermarket of Jacksonville an- 
nounced a cut to 20 cents a quart 
and to 39 cents a half gallon for 
pasteurized—21 and 41 cents for 
homogenized. 

Gulf Supermarkets in Tampa cut 
half gallons to 39 cents, 16 cents 
below the regular price.

Congressman Paul, Rogers an- 
nounced today that the Hurricane . 
Reséarch Project in -West -Palm 
Beach would definitely be contni- 
ued. through October 1958. The 
Congressman was advised by the 
Department ‘of the Air Force, by 
telephone today that a decision had 
been reached where the necessary 
funds would be made available tor 
the continuing of the planes in co- 
operation with the Weather Bu- 
reau for the carrying out of this re- 
search project. 

When the announcement was 
first made that this project would 
be discontinued at the end of the 
current season Congressman: Rog- 
ers immediately contacted the Sec- 
retary of the Air Force, the Secre- 
tary of Commerce, Sinclair Weeks; 
Director of the Budget, Percival 
Brundage, and some thirty Con- 
gressmen along the Eastern Sea- 
board and Gulf states urging that 
the program be. continued. 

Since 50 percent to 70 percent of 
the research has been completed, 
the Congressman stated that to 
stop the project now, would be a 
waste of money already expended. 

Representative Rogers express- 
ed his pleasure over the continua- 
tion of the project and the coopera- 
tion of the Budget and the Depart- 
ments of Defense and Commerce. 

The Air Force stated “the hur- 
ricane research project has been 
thoroughly reviewed by the De- 
partment of Defense. Due to the 
importance of hurricane research 
to the nation, the Air Force will 
continue to provide flight service 
for an additional year, that is, 
through October 1958. The Depart- 


! ment of Defense will finance the 


out-of-pocket costs for this flight 
service. If additional hurricane 
flight exploration is required after 
that date other funding arrange- 
ments, will be necessary.”
